£4,000 in cash, which 
Gibbs said was his. 

Gibbs was subse¬ 
quently charged with 
possession with intent to 
supply a controlled drug 
and pleaded guilty at a 
court hearing in October 
last year. 

In November, he was 
sentenced to 51 weeks in 
prison, suspended for 
two years, and also or¬ 
dered to perform 300 
hours of unpaid work.

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Race against time to secure 
funds for new-build surgery 


MORE than 150 villagers gave a 
massive show of approval for a 
multi-million pound development 
that could include a “nursing home 
annexe” and a doctors’ surgery on 
their doorsteps. 

But whether the scheme happens or 
not will be a nail-biting race against 
time. 

A packed public meeting in Mer- 
riott Village Hall heard last week that 
work on the surgery must start by the 
autumn, or earmarked funding for it 
will fall by the wayside because of 
an impending NHS reorganisation. 

Senior Crewkerne GP Roger 
Gilson, who lives in Merriott, told 
the gathering: “We do have some 
problems in that the Primary Care 
Trust supporting us wants us to start 
building by October. 

“From next year the PCT will no 
longer be with us and funding will be 
decided centrally, not locally. 

“Whether a Merriott surgery will 
still be eligible for funding is in 
doubt. 

“I live in Merriott and have thought 
for some time that it should have its 
own surgery. 

“The surgery in Crewkerne is 
cramped with limited parking. The 
surgery that we envisage here will 
accommodate two doctors with 
nurses and a phlebotomist.” 

Dr Gilson was enthusiastically ap¬ 
plauded when he concluded by say-

ing: “If we can build the surgery, I 
think it will be an asset for the vil¬ 
lage.” 

The surgery is part of a compli¬ 
cated property deal that will involve 
the “restoration and conversion” of 
the derelict Moorlands Farm build¬ 
ings by developers Ecos Homes. 

The nature of the conversion of the 
two-storey barns was not discussed 
at the meeting. 

But the proposed elements of the 
full scheme include a “nursing home 
annexe”, up to 14 new-build homes, 
and a number of garages and work¬ 
shops. 

Ecos trustees Stuart Black and 
Kate Mack urged those present to 
lobby their councillors and MP 
David Laws to back the scheme. 

Ms Mack said Ecos had initially 
planned to restore and convert the 
farm buildings on the site, but she 
added: “We realised that the costs 
were very high and it wasn’t viable.” 

Fellow trustee Stuart Black added: 
“A new surgery and six or seven 
new-builds would just be enough to 
make the refurbishment of the barns 
possible.” 

Mr Black and Ms Mack fielded a 
dozen questions from members of 
the public. 

Most focussed on the timing of the 
scheme, access and traffic issues, the 


type of new homes to be built, and 
the scale of the proposed surgery. 

There were no questions about the 
nursing home annexe, or about the 
precise use of the restored barn 
buildings. 

A sea of hands went up when a 
member of the public suggested a 
show of support the Ecos scheme. 

There were no dissenters when Ms 
Mack asked if anyone opposed the 
scheme. 

There was more applause when 
someone spoke up from the back: 
“This is a once-in-a-lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity to get a surgery. It’s a fantastic 
project.” 

Merriott Parish Council Chairman 
Ashley Wallis summed-up the mood 
of the meeting when he thanked 
Ecos for attending. 

“I know that everyone is looking 
forward to a doctors’ surgery in Mer¬ 
riott, and hope you can move it for¬ 
ward,” he said. 

Mr Black said after the meeting 
that Ecos hoped to submit a planning 
application by the end of April. 

• The Weekender contacted Ecos on 
Monday to check how many beds 
were envisaged for the proposed 
nursing home annexe, and how 
many people would staff it. 

We had not received a response as 
we went to press on Thursday.

Supervisor Kay Chant has 
written to dozens of par¬ 
ents to allay any fears 
about disruption to service 
while the George 
Reynolds Centre is being 
built. 

“We are still optimistic to¬ 
wards a smooth transi¬ 
tion,” she told them. 
Jigsaw will later this year 
be moving from West One 
to the new centre, con¬ 
struction of which is about 
to begin. 

But no one yet knows 
whether Jigsaw will have 
to make an intermediate 
move, possibly to the 
sports club on Henhayes 
field. 

Everything hinges on 
when (and if) the sale of 
the West One building 
happens. 

Prospective buyers Haven 
Health want “vacant pos¬ 
session” of it in as little as 
three months from signing 
the contract. 

And, if the sale goes ahead 
in the next couple of 
months, Jigsaw could be 
forced to find a temporary 
home — because the 
George Reynolds centre 
will not be ready until No¬ 
vember. 

The dilemma facing the 
childcare facility emerged 


at a town council meeting 
in late February. 

Jigsaw supervisor Sharon 
Anstey urged councillors 
to do everything they 
could to ensure a one-stop 
move from West One to 
the George Reynolds Cen¬ 
tre. 

She said: “I don’t think 
people realise the extent of 
the upheaval, time and ef¬ 
fort it is going to take to 
move from one place to 
another. 

“To move twice will be 
very costly and stressful.” 
She explained to council¬ 
lors that every building 
used by childcare opera¬ 
tors - even if only for a few 
weeks - must undergo rig¬ 
orous OFSTED assess¬ 
ments to ensure their 
safety and suitability. 


The assessments are time- 
consuming and cost hun¬ 
dreds of pounds. 

Town clerk Jean Warner 
told the meeting: “At this 
time, it (West One) is still 
unsold. This is why decid¬ 
ing when to move out gets 
very tricky.” 

The letter from Jigsaw re¬ 
assured parents: “The 
George Reynolds project is 
100 per cent going ahead. 
All funding is now in 
place. 

“When the project started 
six years ago, it was al¬ 
ways the intention that the 
West One move would not 
happen until the new 
building was ready. 

“When West One was put 
to tender, we had had only 
one interested party. 

“Most are aware of Dr Os¬ 
borne’s intentions to ex¬ 


pand his surgery. 

“Haven Health is funding 
the move. They have kept 
us waiting for almost a 
year now. And they are 
also saying they want va¬ 
cant possession within 
three months of the con¬ 
tract being signed. 

“We are unsure when the 
move will take place. 
However the new building 
should be ready by No¬ 
vember. 

“If it becomes necessary 
for us to move for a short 
period, the venue would be 
the existing sports club. 
“This would not be our 
preferred choice. In the 
worst case, children would 
be introduced to the tem¬ 
porary building in advance 
by walking down and stay¬ 
ing for a story.”

Rethink on 
bus routes? 

HOPE could be on the 
horizon for villagers in fear 
of losing their buses. 

Thirty bus routes could 
be protected by Somerset 
County Council after a 
huge consultation with 
passengers on future levels 
of transport subsidies. 
They include funding serv¬ 
ices, running at least once 
per week, in areas that 
were facing the loss of 
buses. 

There were more than 
1,500 responses from the 
public and bus companies 
to consultation on subsidy 
reductions. These affected 
about half the 108 sub¬ 
sidised services in Somer¬ 
set. 

The comments were re¬ 
viewed and alterations pro¬ 
posed in many cases. 

Bus companies and the 
Council are still negotiat¬ 
ing some elements, but 
four routes mainly carrying 
fare-paying school chil¬ 
dren will be protected until 
at least the end of the sum¬ 
mer term. Some local serv¬ 
ices are likely to continue 
to be run by companies 
with reduced or zero subsi¬ 
dies. 

Also, the number 99 
(Taunton to Yeovil) could 
be re-routed to cover the 
loss to Winsham and Clap¬ 
ton of the 90 service 
(Chard to Crewkerne).

Matching volunteers to help

SOMERSET Sight volunteer visitor coordinator Celia 
Wright, who lives in llton, enjoys her job which in¬ 
volves finding volunteers to spend time with partially 
sighted or blind people. 

Currently there are ten referrals on her books from 
the Crewkerne, Chard and llminster areas waiting for 
volunteers to help them for just a couple of hours a 
fortnight, taking them shopping, going for a walk 
reading to them, or just having a chat. 

This is the most she has ever had on the list and one 
client has been waiting for a year. 

Formerly an art teacher and youth worker, Celia's 
own mother was partially sighted so she understands 
the frustrations of those wanting to stay independent 
but needing just a little extra help in their lives. Celia 
takes time to match people with similar interests in 
order to forge compatible friendships and some take 
longer than others to set up. 

Currently Somerset Sight is under contract with Som¬ 
erset County Council but with the cutbacks, this will 
change from April. 

This being the case, Celia is more keen than ever to 
recruit more volunteers. 

She said: "At the moment people are referred to us 
by Adult Social Care. Once referred, I go to see them 
and try to match them with a compatible volunteer for 
a long term befriending scheme. It does work and 
people say their lives have changed dramatically, es¬ 
pecially in rural areas where they feel more isolated. 

"The provision needed varies, but I must emphasise 
there is no personal care involved. I go along for the 
first introduction and if the match is successful, they 
make their own arrangements, but the partially 
sighted person makes calls through me, so that every¬ 
one is clear on their roles and we protect the volun¬ 
teers. The important thing is that they make friends,

and some of our volunteers are lonely themselves, or 
have another form of disability but can still be of help 
to a partially sighted person. 

"The volunteers don't need special skills, we give 
them a one-day training course on guidance and they 
learn about some of the gizmos and gadgets available. 
Empathy is important and we have special glasses 
which give the wearer a view of what it is like to have 
different types of sight problems and how hard it is to 
do simple tasks, like sort out your change. They also 
have a session being guided totally blindfolded. 

"We are looking for volunteers of all ages, men as well 
as women. Some men prefer a man because they can 
chat about similar life experiences or sport. I have had 
youngsters too, although they tend to leave for univer¬ 
sity but that's fine. 

Most of the referrals are older people with macular 
degeneration and very few are totally blind, but I do 
have an 18-yea-old who wants someone more his own 


age to go out socially with. He has anger issues due to 
his frustrations so needs a responsible person and he 
understands that he has had to wait longer to find the 
right one. Likewise, a lady in her 50s who is very arty 
and used to make jewellery wants someone to be more 
girlie with and talk fashion. It's their choice to wait, I 
could have had someone for them before but they may 
have not been so compatible. 

"The biggest fear volunteers have is being PC, they 
are scared of saying the wrong things, like'see you later' 
but I try to reassure them. They must just be natural. 

"All their out of pocket expenses are reimbursed, we 
don't know yet what the changes in April will mean en¬ 
tirely, but that will not change the fact that we like to 
look after our volunteers ,we couldn't survive without 
them."

Helping a young apprentice on his way 


THANKS to help with transport from the Somerset Rural 
Youth Project (SRYP), backed by Yarlington Housing 
Group, a young man living in a small village has been able 
to secure his future. 

Living in Bower Hinton 17-year-old Jack Forrester 
could not afford his own transport and had no access to a 
regular bus. But he has been able to secure an apprentice¬ 
ship placement, thanks to a scheme that has helped him

with transport to get to the stonemasons where he will be 
working. 

For 15 years SRYP has been supplying mopeds on loan 
to help young people in isolated areas to get to college or 
work, until they can afford their own transport. 

Jack was fortunate to be one of those to be loaned a 
moped, and the scheme now has an additional five bikes 
available thanks to timely intervention from YHG. 

The young apprentice said: “There are so many young 
people looking for jobs and with no way of getting to 
work or college, I was stuck. I left school in 2010 and 
have only had temporary jobs since then. Now I have a 
real career in front of me.” 

Funding of £28,000 from the housing association en¬ 
abled the youth group to supply the extra mopeds to young 
people to help them get into work or training, and within 
days of hearing the good news, Jack secured himself a 
place as an apprentice mason. 

His training will take several years, during which time 
he will be required to attend college, and he will be using 
his moped to get there. 

Yarlington’s Community Partnership Worker Ellie 
Turner said: “We are so pleased to be able to have helped 
Jack. This scheme, which has been going since 1997, has 
helped so many people, but with the squeeze on funding 
coming in all directions we wanted to place our help 
where it would make the biggest difference. We look for¬ 
ward to the day we see Jack back here, fully qualified as 
a mason.”

A WINTER garden may 
look a little tired, a little 
drab, certainly not the 
showpiece it blossoms 
into in spring and sum¬ 
mer.

that need replacing? Is 
the putty sound and does 
it provide a good seal? Do 
all the louvers and vents 
function properly? 

One of the essentials of 
glasshouse success is a 
thorough sterilisation 
prior to the growing sea¬ 
son. Sterilising all areas of 
the glasshouse will elimi¬ 
nate pests and diseases 
which could wreck your 
plants in the coming, 
warmer months. 

Open beds in your 
glasshouse should have 
their soil changed or re¬ 
plenished during winter 
and any pots in the 
glasshouse should re¬ 
ceive the same attention. 
Watering Systems 
If you have an in ground 
or above ground water¬ 
ing system, winter is an 
ideal time to check that it 
is in good working order 
and perform any neces¬ 
sary maintenance. Check 
that there are no leaks in 
the pipes or joints, ensure 
all nozzles are unblocked 
and, if you use automatic 
timers, ensure that the 
batteries in these devices 
are fresh. 

Compost and 
Preparing Your Soil 
With spring a month or 
two off it's a good idea to 
start preparing the soil in 
your open planting beds. 
Dig in generous amounts 
of compost and leave the 
beds exposed to the win¬ 


ter weather. 

If you have clay soil, cow 
pats and manure will im¬ 
prove it by adding humus 
to the soil structure. 

You can make use of all 
those autumn leaves that 
litter your garden by dig¬ 
ging them into your com¬ 
post heap at the end of 
autumn. With the acceler¬ 
ated decomposition that 
occurs in a compost heap 
the leaves will decay 
twice as fast and be ready 
for use as compost at the 
beginning of spring. 

Winter is also the time 
to add fertiliser and lime 
to your soil (depending, 
of course, on the plants 
you plan to grow). 

Planting 

The end of winter is the 
time for planning your 
new vegetable garden. 
Decide what foods you 
want to grow in the com¬ 
ing season. Which plants 
can you fully consume 
yourself? And if you have 
a surplus, are there 
neighbours or friends 
who will accept the occa¬ 
sional bale of spinach or 
shopping bag full of 
spuds? 

You may find it more ef¬ 
ficient and economical to 
coordinate your veg¬ 
etable growing with that 
of a neighbour. By swap¬ 
ping produce you'll both 
spend less time and 
money on the crops you 
grow. 


Crops 

As spring approaches 
you'll want to start laying 
down the crops you 
hope to feast on in the 
next few months. Here 
are a few common food 
crops you could consider 

• If you plan to grow 
cabbage, celery, silver 
beet, spinach, lettuce, 
onions etc. from seed, 
plant the seeds now in 
seed trays so that young 
plants will be ready for 
planting in spring. 

• Seed potatoes can 
also be planted in winter 
for spring crops. 

• For dessert dishes it's 

the right time to plant 
strawberries and 

rhubarb. 

• In warmer areas car¬ 


rots, beetroot and peas 
can be sown directly into 
soil in the last part of 
winter. 

• It's also a good time to 
plant citrus trees. 

Plant Protection 

The relative scarcity of 
food during the winter 
months makes pests 
even more ravenous and 
consequently puts your 
plants in greater danger 
from attack. Protect all 
seedlings and young 
plants from slugs and 
snails with an appropri¬ 
ate slug-killer. 

Winter dampness can 
promote fungal diseases 
so spray winter veg¬ 
etable plants and decid¬ 
uous trees with an 
anti-fungal treatment.

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Garden patio, paving or decking? 


STONE, slate, decking, gravel - modern gardens 
are as much about textures as they are about 
plants. So, choosing the right surface materials is 
all part of bringing your garden plan to life. What¬ 
ever surface you go for, getting the design right 
in the first place will save you a lot of headaches 
later. Our Garden Surfaces guide will help you get 
on top of that vital groundwork. 

Top tips 

• If you're laying a patio, create gaps in the de¬ 
sign by leaving out a few paving stones. You can 
fill these openings with decorative gravel, slate 
or plants. 

• Lay decking planks close together (around 
5mm). The surface will be more comfortable to 
walk on in bare feet - and you'll be less likely to 
lose objects between the cracks! 

Paving 

A patio of stone slabs is an ideal way to extend 
your living space into the garden. If the patio is 
adjacent to the house, make sure that the surface 
will be at least 15cm below the damp-proof 
course. And incorporate a slight fall away from 
the building, so that rainwater won't pool. A drop 
of around 1 cm per 1 m should do the trick. De¬ 
sign-wise, explore slabs of differing - but related 
- sizes. The patterns you can build up with these 
slabs will be much more interesting than a plain 
grid. 

Decking 

Decking may have its critics but, as part of a 
sensitive design, this warm, foot-friendly material 
takes a lot of beating. Remember, you get what 
you pay for with decking. Cheap decking just 
won't last as long or look as good. When you're 
designing a deck, don't forget to allow sufficient 
room underneath for air to circulate. Before con¬ 
structing the deck, cover the area with weed¬ 
suppressing membrane held in place with a layer 
of gravel. 

Gravel 

Gravel is the cheapest of the hard surfaces on 
offer for the garden and it's also one of the easi¬ 
est to lay. But that doesn't mean you can skimp 
on the preparation. It's not enough to level the 
earth, sling down a weed suppressing mem¬ 
brane and scatter some gravel. You need to sta¬ 


bilise the area first. Dig to a depth of at least 10cm 
and edge the area with pressure-treated timber 
boards of the same height. Then pack in a 7cm 
layer of "scalpings" - rough stones. Hire a vibrat¬ 
ing compressing machine for this job. Only then 
can you scatter your 2.5cm layer of surface gravel. 

Best of the rest 

The warm hues of brick paths work well in the 
garden but need regular attention to stop them 
becoming slippery. They're also a good edging 
medium. Cobbles - available in natural and arti¬ 
ficial stone - make a highly decorative surface. 
They can be quite a challenge to lay accurately, 
though. Bark can do duty as an inexpensive ma¬ 
terial for informal paths. It also makes a great sur¬ 
face for children's play areas. Smooth pieces of 
slate look smart and are much easier than gravel 
to push a wheelbarrow over.

How to prepare soil for planting 


IT'S easy to take soil 
for granted. Many of 
us find a flower we 
want to plant, dig a 
hole, plop the flower 
in the hole, and as¬ 
sume it will grow. 
While this might 
work if you have ex¬ 
cellent soil, most of 
us need to alter our 
dirt to create the 
most optimum 
growing environ¬ 
ment. 

So how do you 
amend soil? The first, 
most important step 
is to do a soil test to 
find out just what 
your soil is lacking -- 
and not lacking. For¬ 
tunately, this article 
will walk you 
through a soil test 
and all the steps that 
follow to get your soil 
where it needs to be.

Choosing garden furniture 


ELEGANT and practical 
furniture will make your 
outdoor space feel like an 
extension of your home. In 
the summer you can use 
your garden as an extra 
room, so put as much 
thought into choosing your 
garden furniture as you 
would a three-piece suite. 

Relaxing garden 
furniture 

A fold-out screen will help 
to create the feeling of an 
outdoor room on a terrace 
or patio and will also pro¬ 
vide shade from the sun on 
baking hot days. If you have 
wooden decking, large 
square floor cushions and 
throws can be used to cre¬ 
ate a cosy area to read or 
snooze, but for real sun- 
worshippers, a deckchair or 
lounger may be more com¬ 
fortable.

V MOTHER'S Day can be traced back to the spring cel¬ 
ebrations of ancient Greece in honour of Rhea, the 
Mother of the Gods, 


y IN England during the 17th Century "Mothering Sun¬ 
day" was celebrated on the 4th Sunday of Lent. 

y MOTHERING Sunday was a time put aside for relax¬ 
ation and enjoyment during the long Lenten fast. His¬ 
torically, Mother's Day was an opportunity for young 
servant girls who worked away from home to visit their 
mothers and they would bake a simnel cake to present 
as a gift. 

y DURING the time when children as young as ten left 
home to take up work or apprenticeships elsewhere, 
this was often the only day in the whole year when fam¬ 
ilies would be reunited. Mother's Day became a public 
holiday in the 17th century. 

y SOME people say that centuries ago people would 
return to their home or "mother" church once a year 
during the period of Lent, and this is where Mother's 
Day came from. 

IP IN NORTHERN England and in Scotland, the preferred 
refreshments were carlings - pancakes made of steeped 
pease fried in butter, with pepper and salt. In fact, in 
some locations this day was called Carling Sunday. 

y SIMNEL cake was said to test the girl’s skills as a cook. 
If it remained moist and maintained its taste until Easter 
Sunday, she was seen as a good cook. 

y APPARENTLY Mother's Day is the biggest event in the 
UK's cut flower industry. During this period the UK's 
sales of flowers increases by an average of 40%, making 
it a very busy period for florists.

Simnel Cake Recipe 


Ingredients 

300g/10oz self raising flour 
1/2 teaspoon mixed spice 
110g/4oz butter or margarine 
110g/4oz brown sugar 
2 tablespoons of golden syrup 
350g/12oz mixed dry fruit 
2 eggs 

Approx. 100 ml milk to mix 
700g Marzipan 
2 tablespoons of icing sugar 
for decoration 
Oven temperatures: 

150 °C325 °F Gas Mark 3 

Instructions 

1. Rub the margarine into the flour. 

2. Add all the dry ingredients i.e. sugar, 
spice and dried fruit. Stir well. 

3. Add golden syrup and eggs. 

4. Add enough milk to form a soft 
dropping consistency. 

5. Stir well to combine all the ingredi¬ 
ents. 

6. Grease a deep round 8 inch tin 

7. Place half the mixture in the tin. 

8. Roll out one third of the marzipan. 

9. Place the marzipan on top of the 
mixture. 


10. Add the rest of the mixture on top. 

11. Smooth down the surface of the 
mixture. 

12. Bake in the centre of the oven for 
1-1 1/4 hours or until a thin metal 
skewer inserted in the centre of the 
cake comes out without a trace of 
stickiness. 

13. Let the cake cool for 10 minutes. 

14. Loosen the cake from the tin 
gently with a knife. 

15. Turn out onto a wire rack to allow 
to cool thoroughly. 

16. Roll outanotherthird of marzipan. 

17. Mix the icing sugar with a little 
cold water to form a paste. Pour some 
on the cake. 

18. Place the rolled marzipan on top. 

19. Use the back of a fork around the 
edge to make a pattern. 

20. With the last of the mazipan make 
11 equal sized balls. Dip each ball into 
the icing sugar mixture. 

21. Arrange the 11 balls around the 
outside of the cake. 

22. Pour some icing sugar mixture in 
the centre of the cake. 

23. Add decorations of your choice. 

24. The cake is now finished.

I WAS a little sad to have to forgo the 
opportunity of watching Chard 
play their important game against 
Old Centralians, but had a previous en¬ 
gagement at HQ where the only disap¬ 
pointing part of the day was the result.

HORSE RACING News from Bob Buckler's stables with Stuart Broom 

Stable morns loss of Trenchant 


B OB Buckler's stable 
were this week trying 
to recover from the 
tragedy of losing one of their 
most promising horses 
Trenchant who died after 
pulling up at Fontwell Park on 
Sunday. 

Having initially led the tote- 
exacta Novices' Chase over 
2 3 A miles he dropped back 
and by the seventh fence had 
dropped to the back and was 
pulled up by jockey Andrew 
Glassonbury. 

Looking unsteady, it was de¬ 
cided to take him back in the 
trailer, but he collapsed and 
died on his way back to the 
stables from a suspected rup¬ 
ture of one of his major arter¬ 
ies. 

The seven-year-old was hav¬ 
ing his second race since join¬ 
ing Buckler's Henley stable at 
the end of last year and had 
opened his account with a 
winning debut at Lingfield 
last month. 


Having previously been at 
Alan King's stable he was an 
experienced horse with five 
wins from 24 runs including 
last year's Totesport.com Na¬ 
tional Sprint Hurdle at the 
same venue. 

A very upset Buckler said: 
"It's tragic. He was such a 
lovely horse and having run 
such a super race at Lingfield 
in his first race looked a real 
prospect. 

"He was in great form at 
home, happy and well, and 
looked really happy when he 
was ridden round the farm on 
Saturday. 

"We are not sure yet what 
the problem was, but it was 
probably a ruptured artery." 

The tragedy took a bit of 
gloss off the return to racing 
of one of the stable favourites 
River Indus who has had 
been away from the race track 
for ten months. 

The 12-year-old who has 
been placed in nearly half of 


his 48 runs was given a pipe- 
opener over 2 3 A miles in the 
totequadpot Handicap Chase 
(For The Certain Justice Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy) in preparation 
for the Grand Military Gold 
Cup at Sandown next week. 

Having disputed the lead for 
two of the three circuits he

lost his place as the pace 
quickened and finished down 
the field. However Buckler 
was delighted with his run. 

"He ran a super race. He 
needed further and it was a 
fast race. The winner is a front 
runner and eventually he 
couldn't go with them when 
they picked up the pace, but 
he jumped very well and gal¬ 


loped to the line. 

"He's a spring horse who 
likes better ground so we are 
hoping that he will show the 
kind of form he did last year. 

Malin Head was another 
that was involved in a fast 
race with winner Ere Alfie de¬ 
termined to run the legs out 
of the rest of the field. 

Unlike his last race at Folke¬ 
stone where he dictated the 
pace on his way to victory, 
Malin Head was forced to go 
quicker than he wanted in the 
Michael Shields 60th Birthday 
Conditional Jockeys' Handi¬ 
cap Chase over three miles at 
Ludlow. 

However he had responded 
well and gave himself every 
chance when he hit the fourth 
last fairly hard which knocked 
the stuffing out of him and he 
could not get back on terms 
and finished fifth. 

"It was a bit too quick for 
him and he was flat to the 
boards when he made the 


mistake four out that practi¬ 
cally stopped him." 

Buckler is still waiting for 
Quix to reproduce the prom¬ 
ise he shows at home. 

The six-year-old took a keen 
hold early on in the three mile 
Bathwick Tyres Bridgwater 
Handicap Hurdle at Taunton 
and paid for it by finishing 
down the field. 

"I'm not sure whether the 
problem is that he pulled so 
hard early on he had nothing 
left as he looked to be in con¬ 
tention turning into the 
straight, or whether it was the 
distance; he doesn't get three 
miles. 

"He also came back a bit still 
and sore so we will have to 
look and see what the prob¬ 
lem is. He is talented at home 
but doesn't seem to transfer it 
on to the race course yet. 

"Maybe we will run him over 
a shorter distance and let him 
bowl along at his pace next 
time."
